The Bedgewick Bcandal—A Sketch of the Howling 
Pwell. Whoiea Great Diner-Out, a Judge of 
Good Wine, and a Reckless Poker Piayer 
—Other Glimpses From Gotham. 


New York, September 3.—([Special.]—The 
Pedgwick scandal has been temporarily buried 
in the excitement caused by the earthquake. 
Sooner or later, however, it is likely te reap- 
pear, Anything coneerning Mr. Sedgwick 
must, therefore, prove interesting. Sedgwick 
is tall and distingue in appearance, and super- 
cilious,in demeanor. You cannot call him 
handeome; yet he is a great favorite with the 
ladies. He dresses and acts like, and really 
is, ahowling swell. Heisa memberof the 
tony Union club, and trains in its set witha 
vim, verve and vigor that would put manya 
younger man under ground in a hurry. He 
was formerly a great friend of the fashionable 
and weslthy J. Hampden Robb,a state senator 

_ who has‘lately been shunted from the main line 
im politics. Sedgwick is a hale fellow well met 
im society circles. He isa great diner-out, a 
jedge of good wine and a reckless poker 
plajcr. He is about forty-five years old. He 
esme here from Boston fifteen years or more 
ego. He isone of the Massachusetts Sedg- 
wicks, a family which equals in aristocracy 
the Taliaferros of Virginia. the DeSausseres of 
Sonth Carelina, the Marshalls of Kentucky, 
and the Livingstones of Louisiana. Catharine 
U, Sedgwick, the distinguished authoreas, be- 
Jenged to the same branch of the famulv. 
Arthur Sedgwick isa graduate of Harvard. 
Be entered the army in the last year of the 
war asa licutenantin the Twentieth Mass:- 
ebucctts. Whon only twenty days at the 
front bis near sightedness led him into a knot 
of confederates, whom he took for federals. 
They whipped him from the picket line, and 
he spent the remainder of his term of service 
In the Libby prison. 

At the close of the war he practiced law in 
Boston, and then drifted to this city. Mean- 
time he married the daughter of Lucius Tuck- 
erman, a retired merchant worth from two to 
thret millions of dollars. Jn New York he 
affected journalistic work. While training in 
the ranks of society, he locked arms with E. 
L. Godkin, and joined the staff of the Nation, 
a pharasaical weekly newspaper. While God- 
kin wasaway Sedgwick floppef the Nation 
into the platter of the democracy and ran it 
in Tilden’s interest. The etfect was disastrous. 
The paper lost its circulation and 
infiuence§fand was finally merged into 
the Weekiy Post. Sedgwick followed Godkin 
tothe Evening Post. He wrote mainly upon 
secial topics LDeing well educated, cultivated 
accomplished he achieved a fair editorial 
reputation.

New ‘York, September 4 —[Specia!.]—The 
produce exchange bas what may be termed a 
seboo! for gambling. which is, from the nature 
of the case, more or less of a school for scandal. 
The failure of Harrison P. Grover is an inter- 
esting commentary on speculation at the pro- 
duce exchange, and illustrates the poisonous 
effects Upon some natures of constantly inhal- 
ing 2n atmosphere of speculation. 
Grover is about thirty five years of ave, 
eccentric, of emall gtature, yet something 
of an athlete, priding himself on his spar- 
ying, rowing and fencing. He was about the 
smellest member of the excharge, yet a verit- 
able little fighting cock. He was very shrewd, 
. and kept himself sell informed on the ont- 
look for speculation, and yet he was tripped 
wp at last, after having made considerable 
money. He is a nephew of Mrs J.8, T. Stran- 
ahen,awealtby lady of Brooklyn, who lent 
bim $5,000 )ast winter, when he was in dif. 
ficuliies. He began his career in the office of 
©. BR. Hickox as the clerk who had charge of 
bis transactions in the wheat “‘pit.” Hesu:- 
eecded for atime sowellthat he employed 
brokers to execute his orders, paying in a 
eomparatively short time nearly $25,000ia 
eommissions. Le complained thatthe broker: 
to whom be geave considerable business sold 
him out without waiting an instant. When 
the end came hesaid: “I have tried to resist 
the temptation to speculate and cannot. I 
‘shall leave at once and so on a farm in Cali- 
fornia.” It would be well for others to do 
likewise. 

Im the old produce exchange building there 
Was @ rocm in which some fifty boys of from 
sixteen to twenty years of age, connected 
with various houses, met to clear grain con. 
trects or “ring” them out. They knew as 
much about the modus operandi of specala- 
tion as their employers, and soon put the tact 
te proof. It wae not long before the boys be 
gan to hold calls twice a day, the same a; 
sheiré<ployers. They traded only in 100 
bushel cts; they settled the differences, rang 
eat their contracts, traded “between 
ealis” by going around te one another's 
offices, and in most respects indeet 
elosely imitated their employers. The ono 
starting ipnovst‘on was thatthey reqa‘red 
mO margin: they were still so young that they 
relied on the boner of the trader. Yet singu-

on their contracts, aud there was only one se- 
ricus failure. This was when one of them an- 
pounced bis inability to meet his liabilities of 
$35. He was not sold out under toerale, bat 
a Pariah ora leper was not more despised or 
shunned than this youthful bankrapt wasever 
after.

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having a large buying order to execute will 
buy on his own account before he execotes his 
employer’s order, or he will sell tn contra 
circumstances. He can sell skort for himse 
and then beat down the market with selling 
orders from his house and thus pocket an as- 
sured profit, or he can buy on his own account 
and then advance the price in bayene for his 
employer. Brokers do this themselves in 
some cases and think itis all right, and some 
of them even give their clerks permission to 
speculate in the ring, but, asa rule, they are op- 
posed to it, They are hoodwinked by their 
clerks and 
in gambling is what the produce exchange has 
become, or will soon become, if more earnest 
measures are not instituted to suppress the 
growing evil. It would be invidious to point 
to any one member as the dean of the faculty 
in this college of lation; but it seems un- 
deniable that the Hon. Franklin Edson was 
one of the fathers of the option trading at the 
New York produce exchange, and that he was 
assisted by numerous prefessors and tutors 
profound@ in speculative methods. 

The “Big Four,” of Chicago, still seem to be 
trying to keep down the price of wheat. Up- 
erators here who went long on the Bulgarian 
scare sold out, and have since been rather in- 
clined to goshort to Ream and Jones, it is 
stated, these gentlemen, it is further avered, 
being dis d to quietly attend to their 
shorts. There has latterly been a significant 
change'in the export trade in wheat here. 
Until recently the exporters were in the habit 
at the close of each day of sending 
cable refusals on wheat to the 
other side, that is giving Ea- 
ropesn houses the refusal ofthe wheat ata 
ceitain price. These refasals were accepted if 
the price advanced and deciined if the price 
fell off. Throvgh refusals given recently on 
a rising market the exporters had their fingers 
pretty badjy burned, and thereupon they 
stopped sending refusals. The European 
houses thought they could compel New York 
to come to them, and they held aloof from the 
maiket for four or five days, making a practi- 
cal deadlock. Jt ended in a victory for Amer- 
ica.

New York, September 4.—[Special.|—The 
sultry August weather of the past week has 
cecasioned a more general exodas of club men 
to the ecaside or country clubs than has oc- 
curred for several years; indeed, the past week 
the clubs were sd little frequented that they 
were almost deserted, and many of them did 
not probably teke in the running expenses, 
Asarule the tummer business averages yery 
satisfactorily in the clubs, for during this 
pericd many married men, whose families are 
absentin the country, take all their meals 
at the club, which they seldom fre- 
quent at other times, except on special oc- 
casions. In theclubs which ran their own cafe 
and restaurant (and, nearly all the prominent 
clubs, exce;ting possibly the Athletic, have 
adopted this system) there is, of course, no 
grumbling, but where there is a speculating 
steward counting each day’s receiptsand each 
day’s losses, and each day as irrevocably lost 
that does not show a profit, “things are not 
what they ecem,” toquote one of Gilbert’s 
felicitous Jines. It is estimated that there are 
more family men in the pumerons member- 
ship of the Union League club than in any 
other in the city, and excepting on Sunday 
the spacious dining 1com on the top fioor here 
has been :egularly as crowded as during the 
winter, when the bachelor habitues are back 
from their summer wanderipgs. There is a 
Lumerous werried contingent inthe Manhat- 
tan club, which in the summer crowd its din- 
ing piazzar, overlecking its well kept little 
garcen, with a fountain that never seems to 
tire. Since the Lotos banished the speculat- 
ing steward and runs its own restaurant ( with 
Lawson, formerly of the Queen’s City club, of 
St. Louis. as superintendent, by the way) 
there has been a general rally of ite members, 
and its summer has been large and profitable. 
The Union bas always done a good summer 
business, but the hot weather of the 
past few days (which the weather reports 
indicate will scon let up now) has, as then 
said, depopulated all of the clubs.

Scenesand Incidents on the 
7 yer emcee om Maiden—The Indian 
" asa Thrifty People-Their Adaptability 
to Learn—Notes and Comments, 
Se . 

AsHEVILLE, N. C, September 1.—[Special 
Correspondence. |— Leaving Asheville in the 
earlier part of the summer, the writer went 
by rail to Waynesville, and established head- 
quarters at the White Sulphur springs just 
one mile from that growing little village: 
Waynesville is nearly 3,000 feet above the 
level ofthe sea. There is a good hotel at the 
springs, and among its three hundred guests 
are some of the best people in the south. 

Our firsttrip was by private conveyance 
and on horseback. It extended through the 
Naptahala mountaine, which are the most éel- 
cbrated of the Alleghenies, and the Soko 
mountains on our return. We leit Waynes- 
ville on July 22d, and traveled for ten consec- 


utive days. 

Over a good mountain road, in the midst of 
scenery indescribable, we forded creeks and 
rivers, passed through the towns of six coun- 
ties, and reacbed Jarrett’s station, the present 
terminus of the railroad which is being con- 
stiucted by the Richmond and Danville sys- 
tem from Ashville to Marphy. From Nanta- 
hala station, which is at the junction of the 
Nautabala and Tennessee rivers, we were com- 
pelled to journey on horseback because of the 
roughness of the country. Our trail (we have 
po “paths” in this region), lay between two 
lofty ridges cfthe Nantahala range and along 
the banks of the Nantabala river. 

THE SCENERY HERE 

surpagses any that we have found in this or 
any othery country. From afar up in the 
mountaing, at firsta tipy streamlet, the river 
flows between these highest ridges of .the 
Appalachian system, and our winding trail 
occasionally afforded views with which the 
beautiful scenes of the French Broad could not 
compare. Here we sawa dashing cataract, 
hundreds of feet high, pouring down the 
mountain, and there a peak, loftier than those 
gurrcunding, towers more than two thousand 
feet above us, and over five thousand feet 
above the seaflevel. Half way up one of these 
lofty peaks, we saw the “Rock House” of the 
mountains, This is a natural house with five 
epecious chambers. Wegrope through these, 
pistol in hand, for there is no habitation near, 
and bear and other wild animals are said to 
abcund in this part ofthe country. We fished 
in the river and its tributaries, and founda 
few of the speckled trout sofamed, Batof 
theee more anon. 

No one who has seen the Tennessee river at 
Chattanooga, or viewed the great volumeof its 
waters as it pours into the Ohio, would recog: 
nize the great river asit winds knee deep 
among these lofty mountains. It rises near 
the Georgia line in North Carolina. Along 
the banks of the river here in these deep 
gorges, the sun does not appear above the 
moutaivs until 9 o’cleck, and it disappears 
¢beut three.

At break of day we were ready for our jour- 
ney Onward. We reached a good farm house, 
and with some nice trout which we had se- 
cured, we had a good breakfast, which a 
twenty- hours’ fast made especially enjoyable. 

A twenty-mile mde brought us to 
Waynesville to friends and a nice hotel at the 
Hayward White Sulphur springs. This, our 
first trip, lasted ten days. 

A PRIMITIVE PEOPLE. ; 

This is the land of simplicity. There is no 
affectation in these people of the mountains. 
Rugged and honest they are removed from the 
world of guile. Struggles for fame do not 
trouble them. Like the musquito its buzz and 
sting are neither heard nor felt here, The 
Jand is productive—far more so than our red 
Georgia hills. Tobacco, wheat, oats and 
corn are grown in quantities. This is 
our first trip to the mountains, and 
we consequevtly have added a good 
many words to our vocabulary. ShallI recall 
some of them? ‘You uns,” “yon side,” “far- 
nence,’ ctc. Well, after all, these good hoart- 
ed people should not be criticised, and espe- 
cially by those to whom their unaffected, gen- 
ercus ways are almost unknown virtues. _ 

Our vacation is over. Weare now bidding 
farewell to the mountains. We had thought 
that the last spark of sentiment had expired 
years ago, but we feel asif our college days 
were returned and we were again writing our 
valedictory. .

A Department of Sharks. 


From the Philadelphia News. 

The mere sight of shark chills the blood, 
so villainous is his look, so rapacious is the 
hideous leer whicn he casts up at those who 
look down upon him. 

Of sharks there are many kinds, most of 
them abominably ugly, but a few of them 
with a sort of fierce beauty in their shapes and 
the marks upon them, The fin-tail shark is 
of a cirereous color, streaked in some parts 
with red and dotted with small black spots. 

The tea-fox, as it used tobe called, to be 
met inthe Mediterranean, is remarkable for 
the great length and eleganee of its tail, the 
body being about seven and the tail about six 
feet long. 

The most substantial horror of the deep is 
the white shark, often thirty feet leng, and 
of an averag weight of abou’ 4,000 pounds. 
It is deseribed es having a month furntishod 
with a six-fold row of teeth, flat, triangular, 
sharp at the edges and finely serated. When 
the shark is in a state of repose its teeth rea- 
mains flat in the mouth, but when it seizes its 
prey these rows of grinders riss like the fabled 
growth of deadly weaponsfrom the goil. It 
is not very surprising thatout of this grin 
and merciless companion of the 
marinér sailing under tropical heavens many 
quaint and striking superstitions should have 
been evo'ved. 

For ages seamen have regarded the shark 
as a creature of ill omen. Thay believe it c.- 
pable of scenting a victim, even though hs 
should be perfectly well and without suspicion 
of his death being close at hand, and that it 
would follow a ship that had a dead body in her 
for leagues and leagues. A French naturalist 
asserte that the shark prefers white men to 
black, which ie pretty well known; buat he 
goes on to say that, of all persons, sharks like 
Englishmen most. 

A ehark cut open at Marseilles wa? found 
to contain aman clad in armor in its sto- 
mach, while inside ofanother shark there was 
found a whole horse! It is comforting to read 
thet the shark is kind to ite young taking its 
infant into its stomach in case of danger.

AN OLD STORY OF MASSACRE AND 
CARNAGE RETOLD. 


Experiences ofa Pittsburg Man in India in 1957 and 
1856—The Horrible Maséaeres of English Men 
and Women and the Terrible Ketribu- 
tion—The Fall of Lucknow, 


From the Pittsburg Commercial-Gazette. 

“I shudder yet when I think about it,” were 
the words which prefaced the remarkable 
story related to a Commercial-Gazette reporter 
yesterday by Mr. William Bentley of No. 910 
Duquesne way. This gentleman is one of the 
few surviving European officers who witnessed 
the blood. curdling terrors of the Sepoy mutiny 
in India in 1857 and 1858. “I was a lieuten- 
ant attached tothe corps of engineers in the 
Bengal army,” he continued. “We were sta- 
tioned at Meerut. It wasthe 10th of May, 
1857, that the uprising of the Sepoys occurred 
there. That was Sunday evening. I saddled 
my horse to goand see a friend who was an 
officer of one ofthe native regiments of the 
infantry. The Sepoysin this regiment be- 
longed to the disaffected troops, but were not 
suspected, Ot course] had no suspicion. I 
had just arrived at my friend's bungalo when 
the natives broke open the bells of arms and 
began the slaughter of ofticers, who had jast 
arrived from their quarters. 

“Each was killed on sight. One whom I 
spoke with a few moments before was Colonel 
Finpis, the brother of the then Lord Mayor of 
London. My friend told me to look sharp and 
save my life, I at once galloped off. The na- 
tives, however, saw me and gave chase, bat I 
escaped with only a bulletin my leg. I took 
refuge with the officers ofthe sixth carbineer 
regiment, and when they turned out on parade 
shortly afterwards I was requested to remain 
in their lines. I staid there allnight. The 
massacre of the officers and their ladies con- 
tinued throughout the night, and the s enes 
among the killed and wounded were frightfal 
beyond description. For instance, on the stage 
of the theater at Meerat I counted thirty-six 
corpses. The following morning I returned to 
my regular auarters. All the dead were 
brought on artillery wagons. At this time the 
Bengal army consisted of 22,698 Europeans and 
118,663 natives. 

“These were nothing in comparison with the 
scenes at Cawnpoor—awfual scene3, which at 
this long distance of time I am quite unable to 
wholly banish from my mind when it reverts 
to that country and time, I; was here that, 
by ordersof Nana Sahib, Brigadier-General 
Wheeler and his brave soldiers were slaught- 
ered in trenches and fired upon by masked 
batteries. Thé Nana putto death all the 
women found inthe town after cutting their 
feet off and subjecting them to other outrages, 

“Miss Wheeler, the lovely daughter of the 
general, rather than submit to the gross vio- 
The Nana at 
once seized upon this horrible idea and as fast 
as the European ladies were massacred their 
bodies were flung into this well. Atthe edge 
ofthis famous ‘Well of Cawnpoor,’ I stood 
within a week after it was filled with its ha- 
man contents. The stench arising from it 
was something that is sickening even to think 
ofnow. Over thatsite now rises one of the 
most magnificent pieces of architecture to be 
seen in all India. It is a fine octagon 
marble building around the well, with- 
out a roof, and inclosing an elaborate tomb. 
It is near the theater and close to the bank of 
the finest canal in the world, the Ganges. 
Memorial gardens bavye also been laid out 
arouud the scene of the massacre and a beauti- 
ful church erected. 

“Children’s brains were dashed ont against 
the walls of buildlnogs. When I reached Cawn- 
pore the well was guarded and railed in. On 
the walls of dwellings we saw signs of fearfal 
slaughter. There were tatters of clothing, 
clumps of hair clotted thick with blood, while 
the ‘slaughterhouse’ was smeared with blood 
and flesh. Thirty pairs of feet were found in 
one place. The two days of the massacre, out 
of S00 Luropeans, at least two thirds were 
butchered, and in September 200 more were 
massacred. 


“In the fearful retribution which followed I | 


saw the mutineers strapped tothe mouths of 
capnon and blown to pieces; others were hang- 
ed anywhere; scores of them were beheaded, 
and others shot down with volleys of mus: 
ketry. 

“T have seen the Nana, too. Before the mu- 
tiny he was one of the best men at our mess; 
after the rebellion he escaped and we had se7- 
eral chasesafter him. It was thought that he 
was hidden inthe Nepaul hilis, and.I thave 
good reason to believe that he died in the jan- 


e. 
“Atthe siege and captureof DelhiI was 
prescnt and formed one of the party to blow 


open the Cashmere gate, when Lieutenant | 


Howe, Sergeant Carmichael, and two others 
were killed. I assisted to carry out of the 
ditch, where he fell mortally wounded, the 
brave and good John Nicholsen under a heavy 
fire from the walls and bastions of the city. 

“At the capture of Lucknow I was employed 
on the engineer’s staff, and with Lieutenants 
Donald McNeillapd Vincent Eyre, of the artil- 
lery, I discovered and rescued two of our la- 
dies from the custody of one of the rebels, who 
had them closely confined in a very small 
room. Inthe Rohileund campaign and battle 
and capture of Bareilly, where we fought under 
Clyde from 5 a.m. till sunset, we lost more 
brave men by sunstrokes than by casualties, 
After the action the men bivona:ked on the 
field and sank exhausted. Many were found 
to have fallen asleep in the very act of raising 
the food provided for them to their mouths. 
Scores and hundreds were found dead in the 
morning.” 

Mr. Bentley, who isa professional translator 
of foreign languages at present, possesses a 
British civil service medal, with clasps, for 
his services in India in 1857,

A TRIUMPH OF SKILL. 


A Large Hotel in Boston and its Occupants 
Moved Without Injury. 
From the Scientific American. 


At a recent meeting of the Engineers’ clab 
of Philadelphia, the secretary read a detailed 
description of the moving of the Hotel Pael- 
bam, at Tremont and Boyleston s:reets, Bos- 
ton, for the purpose of widening Tremont 
street. 

‘This hotel is built of freestone and brick, 
ninety-six and sixty-nine feet frontage. The 
Boyleston street wall is supported on eight 
granite columns twelve feet high, three and 
four feet square. There ie a basement and 
seven stories above the sidewalk. Height 
above tramways on which it was moved, 
ninety-six feet. Weight, five thousand tons, 
exclusive of furniture, which was not dis- 
tuibed during the removal, as also were not 
the occupants of the stores on the first floor 
and some of the rooms, the various pipe connec- 
tions being kept up with flexible tu 

Careful experiments with models showed 
that if the lower part of the building was firm- 
ly braced there was no danger of shifting in 
the parts above. The general arrangemeuts 
consisted of heavy and substantial stone and 
brick foundations for iron rails and rollers, 
and the building was forced to its new posi- 
tion by fifty-six screws, two inches in diame- 
ter, half inch in pitch, operated by haad 
ageinst timbers arranged to nniformly distrib- 
ute the pressure against the building. Much 
cere and ingenuity were displayed in the de. 
tails in the arrangement and work. Two 
months and twenty days were occupied in 
preparation, The moving itself was bogun on 
Avgust 21, and finished on Angust 25, but the 
actual time of moving was but thirteen hours 
and forty minutes. The greatest specd two 
inches in four minutes. The hotel moved 
shout one-eighth of an inch at each quarter 
turn of the screws, The whole distance moved 
was thirteon feet ten inches. Four thousead 
three bundred and fifty-one days’ labor was 
required forthe work. The whole cost was 
about $30,000, 

This is the largest building that has ever 
been removed, although larger ones have been 
raised, which latter is a much simpler and 
much less risky operation. The complete suc- 
cess of this undertaking is shown by the fact 
thet cracks, which existed im the walls prior 
to tae epentnien.

A Story of Old Mobile. 


From the Mobile Telegraph. 

It may not be generally known, and probably 
least of allto the fashionable world of the 
present generation, that ss early as in the year 
of our Lord 1721, society in the vicinity of 
what is now known as Mobile was in a flutter of 
excitement caused by the arriyal unexpected 
and unannounced of a Russian princess. At 
least so she pretended to be and so she was be- 
lieved to be; and although she afterwards 
proved to be an adventuress and an imposter, 
the cheat was probably never known to those 
upon whom she imposed herself. 

Mobile was then the seat of government of 
the “Western Company,” and consisted of a 
few residences clustered around Fort St. Louis, 
afterward Fort Conde, and Fort Charlotte, 
mostly near the shore of the bay. The terri- 
tory of the Western Company extended from 
the Chattahcochee to the Mississippi river, and 
exnbraced all of the present states of Alabama 
and Mississippi, including the then village of 
New Orleans. The entire white population of 
the colony three years before the period of 
which we write, was only eight bun4dred, scat- 
tered over the colony at the different forts and 
trading posts, Mobile however being the largest. 
In Mobile Governor Bienville held his court 
and sent hence to distant points his orders and 
instructions for the government of the colony; 
and Mobile besides being the Mecca to which 
all the colonists made periodical pilgrimages, 
= tha esasr.<£ --katevoror of axtotuUralcy 
refinement was to be found in these far western 
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wilds. 

The appearance of a real live princess in any 
pretentious city of today would {mark an era 
in her history; what then are we to suppose 
was the effect of an event of this character 
upon such a community as that vi Mobile in 
A.D.1721? We imagix~ then that a high de- 
gree of exciteme~% prevailed among the Me3- 
sieurs,t>< biesdames and the Mesdemoiselles 
~ the gay cavaliers and the aspiring traders of 
that early period, when it was told abroad that 
the Princess Wolfenbuttle, daughter of the 
duke of that name,and wife of Czarowitz 
Alexis Peter, only son of Peter the Graat, 
was the latest arrival. The presence of royalty 
has an awe-inspiring ¢ffect upon most of mor- 
tals, and the citizens of republics are scarcely 
if any freer from this influence than are they 
who have felt a monarch’s swa:. Bienville 
and his followers had never known whatever 
of republicanism, and probably were more or 
less awed by the majestic presence, We are 
hardly to suppose that the neighboring tribes 
of Indians— the Alibamons, Choctaws, Mobiles, 
Creeks, Chickasaws, etc.—took a lively inter- 
est in the matter if they knew whatever about 
it; but to the Europeans it was “a big thing,’ 
compared with which Mardi Gras celebrations, 
interstate military drills and base ball matches 
sink to insignificance, 

The princess came, as we learn from Pickett's 
History of Alabama, and Meeks’ Southwes- 
tern eketches, as a member of a German com- 
pany of colonists sent out by the famous Goo. 
law. She is described by the writers of the 
period as a lady of remarkable personal beauty, 
high accomplishments and evidently possessed 
of great wealth. Her wardrobe was rich and 
extensive; her supply of gold and jewels was 
apparently inexhaustible and her regal ex- 
travagance and luxurious habits extited the 
envy if not the animosity of all the dames and 
demoiseiles of the infant colony. After having 
made known her nameand tit'e,she represented 
that her husband, the Czarowitz Alexis Peter 
had treated her so cruelly; that to escape from 
his brutality she had fled from him to these 
far off colonies, while he to evade disagrees- 
ble inquiry into the. matter had represented 
her to be dead. The pretended princess in ad- 
dition to her other attractions spoke the Ger- 
man, the Russian and the French languages 
fluently, and her story was therefore saath 
believed. The belief was confirmed by the 
Chevalier d’ Aubant, Bienville’s adjutant, 
who, having seen the princess at St. Peters- 
burg, recognized her features in the new comer; 
and upon the strength of his opinion formed a 
matrimonial alliance with the repudiated wife. 
The chevalier and his wife, it appears, togethcr 
in the colony, maintaining all the style of a 
court, with liveried servants, handsome equip- 
ager, etc., after which they went to Paris to 
live. In the French capital the old story waa 
retold, the same style of luxurious extrava- 
gance which bad lately prevailed in Mohile 
was retumed, and the freedom with which the 
pretenced p:incess scattered her wealth was 
readily accepted by the gay Parisians as proof 
tbat she was indeed what she claimed to be. 
Nor was the belief in any way shaken until 
long aftewards, when her husband being dead, 
it was discovered that she was an imposter. 

Her true history was pecesty made known, 
and it was at last amply proven that the pre- 
tended archduchess was only an humb!e fe- 
male, who had in some way become attached 
to the wardrobe of the lady she afterward 
pertonated, While in theemploy of the Ras- 
sian princess she had succeeded by a series of 
bold peculations in obtaining large quantitieg 
of gold and jewelry from her mistress, and +o 
exspe detection in her rubberies fled to 
America. 

The lady was greatly assisted in her false 

reonation by the striking resemblance she 

re to the real princess. Her lavish extrava- 
gance also confirmed pubiic belief in her 
identity, and itis not probabie that any reai- 
dent of the French colopy in which she flour- 
ished so brilliantly ever knew of the cheat 
imposed upon them, If they did, it is to be 
preeumed that on the receipt of the news they 
were uranimous in declaring that they 
‘ thought she was a fraud from the very first.”’

#s the centre, lasted from 15 to 20 seconds— 
certainiy not longer than 25 seconds. The 
motion was a succession of sharp plunges 
towards the east, with sharp and immediate 
regvery, the oscillations being about equal. 
i changing the motion from cast ta west 
there was perhaps.a twisting, as chimneys and 
lamps were wrenched half way around. After 
the fifteen seconds of oscillation there were 
subsiding tremors irregularly for perhaps three 
miputcs. with nothing like the first oscilla- 
tion, however, and no new impulse. 

’. The shocks have been renewed at inter- 
vals for three days, though with none of the 
ferce energy of the first shock. Perhaps 
thee is no more disturbance in the later 
shocks than would result from an enormous 
mass readjusting itself after sudden disloci- 
ticn. Professor McGhee held that such was 
the cace with the later shocks reported to him 
at Charleston. “He said, however, if the new 
shocks at Summerville were as violent as re- 
ported, they would be inexplicable by the 
theory of settling or readjustment of the 
earth. and would indicate anew disturbance. 
‘Mr. McGhee has just wired that he considers 
tbe later shocks at Summerville timp!y tho 
dying outtremors of the first displacement. ] 

. The earthquake was every where accom- 
petied by a donlj, rearing noise, which out- 
lasted the first shock by a half hour and re- 
turned with every subsequent tremor. The 
neering isunderground,and ia best described as 
long rolls of thunder deadened by a thick lid. 
In the cities itis mingled with the rattle of 
gatsand rumble of rocking houses. In the 
country it is heard as plainly as cannonading

r thunder. It has never been so loud as 
with the first shock, but has been 
beard =e with every tremor. List- 
€ners ceclare that it has nove 


cithe sharp grinding sound of rough friction, 
but ratherthe dull hollow sound of airor 
steams thundering in cavities. 

4. The fissures in the ground are of irregular 
shape. (Usually they discharge brackish water 
td fine sand, or water and blue mud, but not 
aways.

The granite bed that 
bolds this mass of earth isinclined towards the 
ses, and about one. hundred miles from bore 
Cipssuddenly. The tendency of the fragm one 
tal plain is toslide down the granite plane 
on which it rests. This tendency 
is incréased by the deposite 
“ sand and gravel constantly brought into 
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the fregmental mass by the rivers that flow 
cown from the mountains, Professor McGee 
holds that a seaward slip of this coastal plain 
has taken place, and that the disturbance re. 
eults from sudden dislocation of an area 900. 
000 miles square and 3,000 feet thick, 

His reasons for believing this are that sucha 
seaward movement has been taking place 
steadily in the middle Atlantic states, and its 
progress has been accurately noted. That no 
volcanic action ever disturbed anything like 
so great an area, nor could do possibly 
doso. That the socalled volcanic mud and 
sulphurous water are simply marls and salts 
or sulphurits, released from the layers of the 
carth by the tearing motion and forced up- 
ward through suddenly made rifts. That all 
the phenomena of this earth are explicable by 
the theory of the landslide, but not by the 
volcanic theory, and that no volcanic force 
having operated on this continent in thou. 
sands of years, and none being apparent now 

volcanic force cannot be taken as the causo, — 
A gentleman said to Professor McGee, ‘The 
most remarkable pnenomenon of the earth- 
quake to me is the “kinking” of the [railroad 
tracks, This{mever occurred in an earthquake 
before. The earth contracts under the track 
and the track not contracting with it is kinked 
intoSsbape. How do you explain this, on 
the land slide theory?” “Easily. Pata slice 
of bread on topof a flat piece of wood—the 
bread represents the fragmental earth which 
is more or less elastic and porous—the wood 
represents the solid granite bed on which it 
rests. Nowincline them both, and push the 
bread off. If the friction is not great the 
bread will slide offeasily. But suppose the 
bread is fastened to the wood at the lower 
end? Then push the bread from the uppor 
end. You see it packs, compresses and corru- 
gates until it is much shorter than before. Its 
surface cracks and contracts and buige:. 
That is exactly what the elastic earth does as 
it is being pushed over the granite bed. It 
packs and contracts at the point of resistance, 
thvobs, rebounds, cracks and bulges. Even 
after the sliding pressure is removed it 
vibrates and trembles. Bat as I predicted 
these tremors are subsiding, and as the elastic 
fragmental bed adjustsits different parts to 
its new location will die out altogether. As it 
took it certainly Lundreds and likelier thous- 
ands of years to acquire pressure enough to 
cause ittoslip it will likely take as long to 
start it again.” 

6. The damage to Charleston has not been 
exaggerated. If the brick houses 
of that city wer® in New York 
today seven out of every nine of them would 
be condemned by the city inspectors and torn 
down before night. A new-comer riding 
through thecity halts the carriage continually 
and forbids the driver to pass an impending 
building. He soon discovers that he cannot 
ride without taking such risks. Three build- 
ings fell yesterday. That is the begioning of 
the end. The inhabitants understand this 
and their nerves are strained accordingly. A 
sharp cough will stampede a crowd. While 
writing my dispatches I was frequently run 
out of the building. The city is a wreck—a 
complete, pitiful, hopeless wreck. Its people 
are wrecked as hopelessly as its houses. What 
will become of it? 

It is hard to say that it will be wiped out of 
the system of American cities. That were in- 
credible. But certainly no American city was 
ever in such straights. When Sherman put 
the torch to Atlanta and Columbia he did not 
inflict on both cities one-tenth the damage 
that has been done to Charleston. 
Let us look at her history: 
In 1860 Charleston was the wealthiest 
city of its size in America, if not in the world. 
it bad moro banking thau any city Of similar 
size. Its homes were palaces, and its people 
were p) icces. Its bills of exchange were good 
in the city of Yeddo, and its bank notes were 
eurrent in every American state. It held the 
Scuth Atlantic slope in commercial dominion 
and the sails of its commerce glistened on ev- 
erytea. The Huguenot and the cavalier 
builded a society of which ‘courage and integ- 
rity were the cornerstones and culture and 
elegance the illuminations. Exclusive, luxu- 
rious and beautifal, golden-hearied and open- 
handed, Charleston was the pride and the 
glory of the old regime: As it was its glory,so 
it is the last citadel of the o!d regime. 

Less than any southern city, did Charleston 
adapt itself to the social and business revolu- 
tion that came with the late war. It clung 
to the old traditions, and in the shadow of its 
century old churches it made peace slowly 
with man while it keptits faithwith God. 


hed accepted exile with dignity and poverty 
withcut complaint, and they rather preferred 
rentle martyrdom to hucketering. They took 
little partin the desperate scramble for ex- 
istence and preferment into which their com- 
petitors went. They rapidly lost their trade, 
apd a tremendous fall in values took placc, 
Houses that cost $50,000 would not command 
more than atexnth of that, even when values 
eleewhere had recovered from the war de- 
pression, Crane, Boylston & Co, sold a store 
that in 56 cost them $60,000 for the building 
alone, for **,000 in 1869. The owners of 
Charleston’s homes refused to sell at any such 
prices, and indeed would hardly have sold at 
all. Impoverished to a pitiful degree, with 
poappetite for the new methods of business, 
they beld their splendid homes and proudly 
kept their couneel there. It is these homes that 
are now ruined and these people who are 
now helpless. The shock of the earthquake 
bas thrown them ont, as birds are shaken from 
ea fulling ruin. They can neither rebuild or 
recuperate. 

‘Our people,” said a prominent citizen, “are 
neither enterprising nor energetic in the ac- 
cepted sense of those words. ‘hey were crip 
pled by the war, impoverished by the enormous 
decline of city values, and depressed by repeat- 
ed disasters until they have largely lost the 
power of recovery. Our young men have left 
us. We have drawn in vo new blood and 
opened no newavenues. We have lost control 
of every railroad that Jeads into the city and 
our trade has steadily diminished. The phos- 
phete industry revived things somewha*, but 
this Jast dieaster and what will assureily tol- 
low puts us back woree than ever. We havea 
few cetermiined and hopeful men who will 
rally our people, but it appears to me that our 
city is doomed. I do not speak entirely to 
ibe discredit of Charleston when I gay it, but 
it is strange that the eame section sould hold 
avd the same people inhabit two cities so dis- 
similar at every point as Charleston and Aj- 
lenta.”’ 

In a talk with Mr. Brown, the pastor of the 
Unitarian church in Charleston, he said: “| 
bave been in Charleston for twelve years, and 
there are fewer outside people there now than 
than there were when! went there. New 
people asarule appear to have failed there 
and left in deepeir.”’ 

Let us assume thatthe earthquake is over, 
as in a))] buman probability itis. The coasta! 
plain bas taken ite seaward slip, and aAljasted 
itself to ite new quarters. But Charleston's 
trials bave just begun. Her deplorable condi- 
tion, which must become more wretched as the 
winter storms approach and the fall damage is 
disclosed, entitles her to the sympathy of 
every American citizen. Her struggles for 
existence will present to the business 
world the eame interesting problem as

The Damage at Charleston Estimated at 
Ten Million Dollars, 


CHARLEsTON, 8S. ©., September 4.—The. 


shock last night caused great alarm on ac- 
count of the shattered condition of the nerves 
of the people. Those persons who had yen- 
tured back under their roofs hurried into the 
streets, which presenied for a few minutes as 
tragic an appearance as on Tuesday night, but 
little actual harm was done by the shock. Two 


untenanted houses are reported to have fallen, : 
together with a part of the coping of the. 


Charleston hotel, The vibration during the 
shock was not especially great, but the moan- 
ing and howling sound wag sufficiently alarm: 


ing. Gradually the people had come to the con- 


viction that the shocks were at an end and the 
disappointment was agonizing. 
SHOWERS OF PEBRLES. 

The sensation today is the falling of pebbles 
in the lower part of the city. The first fall 
was at half-past 7 o’clock this morning, and 
the second at about 11 o’clock, They ap- 
peared to fall in a slanting direction from south 
to north. There are morsels of flint among 
them, and all are plainly abraded and worn 
by the action of water. Some few have sharp 
fractures and have evidently been recently 
broken. The fact of the fall is vouched 
for by several trustworthy persons. The bulk 
of pebbles fell in and around the News and 
Courier office. 

THE CHANNEL ALL RIGHT. 

The bar or harbor of Charleston has not 
been affected by the earthquake, Sounding 
taken on Wednesdry show seventeen anda 
half feet of water in the south channel, one 
hour before highwater, and in Pumpkin Hil 
channel sixteen ard a half feet of water. 
Thereis no truth in the report that bridges 
across the Ashley river have fallen. 

Semuel Hammond, who was reported as 
dangerously injured and dying. is now doing 
well. His leg, however,is fractured and he 
has many severe contusions. 

The feeling today is decidedly more cheer- 
fol, and a better tone naturally pervades the 
community. It is difficult to give any precise 
reason for this, but itis the fact. Workmen 
are at work upon theinjured buildings putting 
them in order, and as much as possible is be- 
ing done to protect interiors from the rains, 
which are expected. Another element which 
increases confidence is the organization today 
of a strong relief committee, which will take 
entire charge of food, of clothing and quar- 
tersas far as necessary for those who have 
euffered by the earthquake, A considerable 
number of tents have been received from 


the government, and others are ex: 
pected tomorrow. The orphan house, 
aims house and both Catholic 


orphan asylums have been provided with 
eufficient shelter. An encampment for other 
refugees, in military style, isnow being form: 
ed on South battery. There will be an en- 


.campment for colored refugees on Maron 


square. Itcan be confidently asserted that 
this work of the committee will be systematic, 
and that allfunds at their disposal wili be 
properly applied. 
PROFESSOR MCGEE’S EXAMINATION, 

Profersor W. T. McGee, of the United States 
geological survey, went to Summerville on 
Friday to investigate the immediate or remote 
causes of the recent carthquake. He stopped 
atthe Ten Mile Hill station, around which 
the earthquake was particularly active, and 
paid especial attention tothe matter which 
was thrown up fromthe craters, which are 
numerous through the belt of country extend- 
ing from Dieber’s farm about four miles from 
Ten Mile Hill north and south, and likewise 


east and west for an indefinite distance alonz - 


ehatofessor McGee collected specimens of the 
eoiland mud which bad been thrown up, and 
samples cf the waters which flowed from the 
fissures, taking particular note of the cavities 
on the farm of Charles Lee, the largest of 
which is about sixteen feet square and six- 
teen feet deep. AtSumervil'e Professor Mc- 
Gee continued his investigations and talked 
freely with gentlemen there. One of those 
gives the News and Courier a sketch of Pro- 
feseor McGee’s statements. Professor Mc- 
Gee said that the ornamental work avd ging: 
ei bread work in Charleston was,in many ia- 
stances, out of proportion tothe size of the 
building and these parts would be apt to fall 
and carry awey portions of the general struci- 
ure. He said that when 
he left Washington he thought 
he would have very little difliculty in determ- 
ining the approximate cause of the earth- 
quake, but confessed to have been much puz- 
zed by his observation. Contrary to exyec- 
tations, he found that the fissures were not 
uniform in their direction. Some extended 
from north to south aud others from east to 
west, and on this account he would hesitate 
now to give any scientific declaration. He 
Gi?, however, give an opinion that the shocks 
wcre the result of local landslides, By the 
teim “‘Jocal” he does not mean that the shakes 
can be traced to any pirticu- 
lar place, at Summerville, Charleston, 
cr elsewhere, and remarked that there was 
no coptection between the shakes and sup- 
preseed volcanic action. His impression is 
that the area covered by the landslide theory 
has been from forty to one hundred miles 
under the bed of the sea. He was confident, 
moreover, that the worst was passed. Thia 
statement, however, was made prior to the 
severe shock at 11 o’clock last night. He left 
Summerville this morning for the phospate 
district, where he will continue observations, 
Professor McGee’s remarks here had excellent 
eficct. Up to yesterday about 1,000 porsons, 
or one-third of the whole population, had left 
Summerville, and it isexpected that Professor 
McGee’s statement will stop any farther 
exodus. 
DAMAGE TEN MILLION DOLLARS. 

This afternoon acting Mayor Huger went 
to his bome for the purpose of embracing 
the only opportunity he has had since Monday 
night to rest. He accompanied Governor 
Shepherd, who arrived early from Colambia, 
over the city and pointed out the damage to 
property and consulted with him as to the 
plans foralleviating the suffering. Up to sun- 
eet today about 30,000 in cash had been re- 
ceived for the sufferers. and the indications 
are that several times that amount would be 
forwarded soon. One of the very latest contri- 
butions was announced in these words by wire 
from Mayor 0’Brien, of Boston: 

“Draw on us for $5,000,”

A reporter made a careful detour of the city 
and was surprised to find so much wrecked 
property which bad before escaped the eyes of 
press representatives.

FRIDAY NIGHT'S SHOCK. 


The Latest Reports From all Parts of the

Since last night’s shock, slight vibrations have 
been felt in the upper stories of the Morning 
News building almost continuously, the inter- 
vals between them varying only from five to 
ten minutes at the most. While there was a 
general stampede at the first shock, the edito- 
rial and typographical forces nevertheless re- 
turned to their posts and stuck tothem. The 
building is the highest and largest in the city.

THE ORIGINAL 'QUAKE. 

Dodge county claims the honor of 
originated the presentiearthquake. The dwel- 
ling house ofj Mr. “Woot” Parker, in Poad 
Tewn district, had caused considerable excite - 
ment among the people of the neighborhood. 
The house is an unpretentious one, and is built 
of hewn logs. Three weeks ago, without aay 
apparent cause whatever, the building com- 
menced to shake, andthe occupants rushed 
out, thinking it was going to fall, but it dida’t. 
It continued to shake, however, for about two 
hours. Thecupson the table were turned 
over, the clock on the mantel was stopped, and 
in fact nearly everything in the house was 
thrown into disorder. Since that time the 
houre has been shaking at intervals of about 
two hours,and Mr. Parker aad family are 
completely ata loss to understand the cause, 
Very pe ¥ deg | communicated the news 
to their neighbors, but every oue took it as « 
huge joke} and paid very ltttle attention to 
the matter, Mr. Parker insisted thatit was 
true, however, and finally prevailed on some 
en them to come and see for themselves. 
Among those who went were Messrs. Jesse 
Brown, D. C. Cravey, J.C. Pearson and J. C. 
Hilliard. These gentlemen soon had to va- 
cate, and when the great shock of Tuesday 
pight came, it brought with it the culmination 
of Mr. Parker’s sensation. 

In Perry, the windows ofthe honses rattled, 
as if the panes would be shattered; the furni- 
ture seemed imbued with noisy life, and it ap- ~ 
peared as if a heavy pressure was endeavoriog 
to force the doors from their hinges, Oae cit— 
izen went out with his gun, and fired at am 
object that he thought wasa retreating bur- 
glar. Another went outand “chunked’ bricks 
uvéerthe house to route the burglars he 
thought were there. Cows bellowed, chickens 
cackied, and the disturbance was altogether 
frightful. Many ladies screamed in their 
fright, aud some vacated the houses, thinking 
safety was to be found outside. Some read the 
Bible who had not been habitual readers of 
the Divine book. 

In LaGrange, a young man who was leaning 
against the wall of his room, reading, was 
thrown to the floor; another said he was never 
so frightened even by a cyclone, and thought 
the house was tumbling. The trembling of 
the earth’s surface was accompanied by a noise 
as of a train of cars in motion. 

THEY SAW THE BODY MOVE. 

The earthquake came near breaking up a 
inquest on Hutchinson’s island. Oaptaim 
Dixon had crossed over to the island to inves- 
tigatethe death of Cyrus Campbell, an old 
negro wbo was found dead in a cabin there at 
noon, The death was sudden and no one was 
present, so the coroner concluded to summon 
ajury. After swearing them they were all 
teld to take seats in thecabin, David Moore,

In Carlton, the houses first began shaking 
as if a deg or cat was running across the floor 
and then grew more perceptible and terriffics, 
until it seemed the house would surely fall. 
Wemen ard children were almost frantic and 
and strong men excited, and, to intensify the 
horrorand consternation into which people 
were throwr, the dogs howled, cats cater- 
wauled, cattle bellowed, horses neighed, 
chickens cackled and pigs squealed. 

The sky over Americus was clear and bright, 
and there was no wind, nor was there that 
peculiar calm which it is said precedes the 
shock of an earthquake. In several houses 
the clocks stopped at the precise moment of 
the first shocks. 

The jury in the Gilbert Davis case, ia Easte 
map, were in their room at the courthouse, 
upable to agree; and, itis taid, there was no 
probability of their arriving at a verdict. 
After the earthquake was over they agreed in 
about three minutes. 

Mr. A. F. Flint, of Savannah, related an ex- 
periment which he made. After the first 
severe shock he tied his knife to a string and 
fastened the other end of the stricg toa 
stationary object. During subsequent shocks, 
he says, the knife vibrated with quick, spas- 
modic motions inan east to west direction. 
This may possibly be duc to the giving way of 
the timbers of the house more in one direction 
than another, but it seems to be pretty strong 
proof thatthe shock came from the east,

THE BILOXI FEVER. 


Statement by the Mississippi Board of Health 
in Regard to the Disease, 

New Ornieans, September 1.—A dispatch 
from Jackson to the Times-Democrat says that the 
Mississippi state board of health having been se- 
verely criticised regarding its action i conuection 
with the reported yellow feyer at Biloxi, the. fol- 
lowing stetement is made: 

The law ofthis state, which provides for the 
county board of health of Harrison county, con- 
fersupon that board exclusive jurisdiction over 
the water front. The state board of health, 
therefore, has no authonity, whatever, to enforce 
any quarantine regulations aléng the water front 
of that connty to prevent the introduction of epi- 
demic disease through that channel, The state 
board, however, has suthority under the iaw, to 
take charge ofany l.calityin the state where an 
epidemic or contagious disease makes its appear- 
ance, and under this authority it is now acting at 
biloxi, The first information received by the state 
board of health of the existence of sickness at Bi- 
loxXi was a telegram trom the secretary of tse 
Jackson county board of health, received Septem- 
ber Ist. Steps were immediately taken toenforce 
DEEPER AP APE Prenenon. ,_ The | state 
trict has been querantined and disinfection prac- 
ticed, Nothing will be left undone, and no ex- 
pene spared to control the disease, ample means 
being at the command of the board. Up t last 
accuunts, fifteen cascs of the disease had occurred 
since the beginning.of the sickness. 

The officers of the state boardjare eflicient, ener- 
getic and reliable and have omitted no duty in 
the premises. 

A quarantine hes been established at Meridian, 
Mississippi. Noone will be allowed to leave a 
train at that point without @ passport showing 
that the bearer is froma place free from yellow 
fever,

Rapid Fulfillment of an English Professor's 
Prediction. 


A special dispatch from London to the New 
York Mail and Express says: ‘‘A special cause for 
interest on this side of the water in the earthquake 
disturbances on the North American continent has 
teen given by the lecture of Professor Dawson and 
its speedy illustration by events which were vir- 
tually coincident, The scientist's address before 
the British association has occasioned a great deal 
of comment in connection with the Charleston 
earthquake. It was delivered before any news had 
arrived in England of the shocks experienced 
along the Atlantic coast of the United States, and 
bis remarks are considered to have been almost 
prophetic when he said it was possible that there 
would soon be, or might even now be in progress 
a new settlement of the bed of the Atlantic ocean 
especially on its western side, and that there would 
porsibly at the same time, renewed vo 
activity on the eastern margin of the ocean.

New York, September 4.—[{Special.]--By 
no means the least interesting feature of the trial 
races between America’s big sloops, was the use of 
homing pigeons made by tne Evening News of this 
city. A yacht race at the best smacks of monote- 
ny, and even the gray bearded sea dogs who put 
on their juunty club caps to attend and witness 
an< criticise the contest, found 4 pleasant diversion 
in the occasional flightsofthe little messengers from 
the deck of the judges’ boat, The actions of the 
birds were watched through glasses and when 
the sea dogs could jind nothing to criticise in the 
management of the Mayflower, (and a sea dog’s 
strong point is ability to pick fawsin a skippers 
skill,) they descanted upon the merits of the 
pigeons. It was a commendable bit of enterprise 
onthe partof the News and it was a gratifying 
success Oxceps On the last day, The birds were 6 
little puzzled on Saturday by the unfamiliar view 
presented to them when they were loosed from 
the stuffy, dark cabin of the tug, but they all 
returned to the city in safety, and 
most of them in time for the publication of the dit 
patches they bore. The experience of the first day 
improved the service of the next, and the result 
was that on Monday the News‘had a clear, con- 
nected and correct account of the race from the 
time the tug took the yachts in tow until it be- 
came certain that there could be no decisive result 
on account of the light wind. 

Every bird sent from the tug on that day arrived 
at the cote in Cortlandt street in time for the pub- 
.ication ofits dispatch. Three dozen birds were 
used. They were brought on te the tug in two 
boxts covered with sjats. ‘ When a page of “copy” 
written on tissue paper was ready, the reporter 
took out a pigeon, aud, folding the paper into a 
rmall compass, fastened it to the middle tail 
feathers of the bird with a light wire. The 
weight adteda to the tail would 
be almost if not quite imperceptible 
even to the pigeon himself. Then 
the bird was iossed into theair and left to his own 
resources, Sometimes two birds were freed at the 
same time bearing duplicate dispatches with the 
idea that ifone failed to get home in time the 
other might. Whenthey first found their wings 
they flew out low overthe water uutil about one 
hundred yards from thetug, and then began to 
rise, fiyiag in circles.

No bird ever started 
straight for the city; two or three, and even more 
times, they circled about the tug 
before) departing fin a straight line 
for home. Monday was a bad 
day for the pigeons. A strong wind was biowing 
inthe forenoon irom the northeast, so that the 
birds had to fly almost dead against it to get tothe 
city; moreover, ihe air was thick with fog and 
heavy clouds obscured the light. As a conse- 
quence few dispatches got to the city in time for 
the paper. 

Few whosawthe birds on that day realized 
what was the matter. They seemed averse to 
making an altempt to tiy. They alighted on the 
masts Of the sloops, even came back to the 
deck of the tug and walked slowly about. The 
wind troubled them, and the last one of the lot to 
be freed was unable to get his balance at the start, 
and fell into the wayvesand drowned. Neverthe- 
less, the adventure was regarded asa great tuc- 
cess, anda fresh cote of birds has beenput in train- 
ing to follow the cup races next week. They will 
be freed at all pointsineach race even upto the 
conclusion, not withthe hope of getting the 
news to the paperin time to publish, but that 
bulletins may be displayed. in front 
of the oflice as the contest proceeds,

Its failure causes another separation 
of Lillian Russell and Edward Solomon, and the 
nature of the severance is thus explained by 
Solomen: ‘It was like this; Lillian isthe most 
beautiful woman in the world, and a lovely 
vocalist. She onght to he*pecuniarily successful— 
right in the front rank of tame and wealih. Why 
isn’t she? Because she has been in the stage part- 
nership with me. She has for seven yeas refused 
engagements unless they were in pieces the music 
of which I composed. The consequence is that 
she has shared in my disasters. Finally, she and 
1 both concluded to try it once more together 
So I composed ‘The Maid and the 
Moonshiner’’ the bargain between us 
being that, ifit didn’t succeed, ‘we would part 
company and each seek fortunealone. Well, we 
love each other, and you can imagine that we did 
our best, But it wasthe old story. The public 
wouldn’t have it. Now we separate, Lillian 
goes west with the Duif;Opera company, while I 
return to England, When shall we come together 
again? The Lordonly knows. Perhaps never.” 

In both the mentioned cases the financial back- 
ing was good, and the heavy losses fell on the 
management. But in the presentation of ‘‘The 
Mikado,’’ by an exclusively female company at 
Tony Pastor’s theater, it turned out that the risk 
was really taken by the performers. When the 
end of the week came, and the rental had first 
been paid, the treasury contained £31 for the thir- 
ty-five persons. 

A curious exemple of Emma Abbott's vim re- 
sulted from the bankruptcy of ‘‘The Maid of 
Belleville,” atthe Star theater. The company 
failed to make it go, and the management went 
Out of town leaving an unpaid chorus behind. 
Emma Abbott witnessed a performance, and 
picked cut two singers to employ for her own 
opera compeny. That angered the managers, 
and one of them, in a theatrical advertising sheet 
which he controlled, published an article vio- 
lently abusive of the prima donna, and making 
a point of calling her an old cat. Her re- 
taliation hasbeen prompt and complete. The 
only circulation ofthe paper was through the 
American News company, and that establishment 
was formally notified by Miss Abbott’s lawyers 
that it would he held pecuniarily responsible for 
the libel if any more copies of the journal were 
sold, The company responded with a willing 
promise to handle no more of them. The upshot 
is that the paper has gone out of sight, so far asa 
protracted hunt for it revealed any siga of it.

I have heard & great deal about the old timeg 
when liquors were pure and drinking was not 0 
dapgereus, but I was nevor satistied on the 
until e day or two ago, when I talked to @ vener. 
ble man, who would not, I am sure, inisrepresent 
any fact, 

Said he: 

“When I was young, drinking was pretty weneral, 
but drunkenness was rare. Most men had large 
orchards, and made large quantities of peach 
prandy for their own use, keeping it on the Sid@e 
boards and dispeusing it freely to their families, 
totheir visitors and to their slaves. A visitoy 
would feel slighted if the usual ‘stirrop-enp was 
not offered by the host. The slaves were givey 
brandy by their masters, as i made chem better 
eud more contented workers, and on ‘eorn shack« 
ing’ nights were allowed all they could drink, 
They. would get. drunk. but instead of fighting, 
would start a dance and dance off the effect of 
their brandy, | took my dram regular’y, especig). 
ly in winter. In starting to the fields beforg day I 
always took a stout toddy to keep me warm unt 
a fire conld be made at the place where work wag 
going on.” 


My aged friend continued: 

“The Washingtonian movement started about 
1842. It was known as the open orgauivation ig 
which apledge of total abstinence was taken, 
Lateron the Sons of Temperance organ’ ed ang 
began aggressive work. They took to politics ana 
in 18:9 nominated BL. H. Overby for rovernor, 
Overby was snowed under. There were vo regu. 
lar party eandidcates. (ne received 54, votes, 
the other 47,00 and (verby received 6.09. The 
defeat of the temperance candidate crushed 
the temperance societies. They went 
to Tieces. Later on in the Estes 
the temperance people orgapized again, bt a dis. 
position to re-enter politics broke up the societies 
asecoud time. Before the war the temperance 
ship went to pieces twice on the politica! rocks, 
OnCe the societies had gotten all the drinkers of 
my native town to stop drinking and the bar- 
keepers were preparing to leave town. The tem- 
pefauce «uestion took a politica] turn, bh owever, 
the societies bioke up and the barkeepers stayed 
with us,”’ 


“Ought whisky to be sold?’’ 

That was a direct uestion and I hung anxiously 
on the reply. It came: 

“Yes. Liquor is a necessary article an? ought 
to be in every family. A grocer ought to be allowed 
to sell it just as he is allowed to sel] flour, except 
that he ought not to be allowed to sell less thana 
gallon, and it ought not to be drank on the spot. I 
think a reasonable license ought to be charged, 
There is no reason in stopping the wholesale trade 
in liquors. I beliefe that one-half the men who 
voted for prohibition in Atlanta aimed only at 
closing the saloons. I am againstsaloons. I did 
not vote in the last election, but I intend to vote in 
the next one, if it is proposed to bring barrooms 
back. I am against the bars.’’ 


It may be interesting for me to state that of the 
137 counties in Georgia, 105 have absolute prohi- 
bition and twelve others have partia! prohibition, 
There are only sevente¢n counties ‘eorgia 
where whisky bas full swing. 


A day or two ago I met Mr. J. G. Thrower, the 
apostle of temperance, and in the course ofa 
conversation touching the temperance .vestion, 
l asked: 

‘‘Vhatis your plan for fighting li: nor?’ 

The reply was: 

“My plan is to fight it by a thorough aud sys. 
tematic education of the people—to educate thent 
up to prohibition. It is useless to passa prohibie« 
tion law until the people are educated to it. If 
they will not vote a law upon themse’ves they 
will not demand tbe enforcement ofa !a-'y that is 
arbitrarily put upon them by outsiders, aud the 
enforcement of a liquor law depends upon the lo- 
calanuthorities. If the majority of the people of 4 
eounty vote that liquor shall not be sold it istheig 
law and they can see that it isenforced and they 
will aoit. You cannot ram prohibition down the 
throats of any people. The saleSis prohibited now 
in 108 counties inGeorgia and I believe that in 
five years there will not be a legalized dram shop 
in the state, When I came here twenty years aga 
I gave whisky twenty-five yearsto liye aud you 
see what has been done in four-fifths of thai{time.’” 


In speaking ofthe effortsat compromise, Mr 
Thrower said: 

“We have uocompromise to make. LI itis right 
to sell it, take off the bridle, If itis wrong, stop 
the sale.”’ 

‘What are your views on the third party move- 
ment’ . 

“The third party movement will fail. Its advo- 
cates Cannot show a single success that it hax even 
won. The success of prohibition depends on a un< 
ion of democrats and republicans, Methodists and 
Baptists, whites and blacke—all opponents of 
whisky must come together on the 
issue aS individuals, but not as mem- 
bers of a third party. We want publie 
sentiment. When we getthat we can getal) the 
laws we want, and get them enforced also ”’ 

“How do you like the general local option law 
that we are operating under in Georgia ?”’ 

‘There are some features in it that I do not like. 
They were put in by the enemies of the bill, whe 
hoped to killitthereby, I would rather have had 
the bill defeated in the legislature thau to hare 
had it passed as it did pass.” 

‘What are your objections?’ 

‘In the first place, the bill does not allow the 
Sale of liquors for medicinal purposes. That is 
wrong. Many people need liquors for medicines, 
and they ought tohave what they need, It is 
true pure alcoho! can be sold, but it is not right ta 
make every doctor’s office a rectifying establishe 
ment. My other objection is to the sale of domes- 
tic wines. I object tothat, and think the sale of 
wines should stop,”’ 

“Do you think a mild beverage does not entic@ 
men away from a strong beverage?”’ 

“I think that an intoxicating beverage, no mat- 
ter how weak, cultivates an apetite and jays the 
foundation for a crayingafter something stronger.” 


A few days ago it was rumored that Dr. Haw- 
thorne had announced his intention to preach na 
more prohibition sermons. I met him a day oe 
two ago and asked about the rumor: 


‘No one was authorized to make any such stale- 
meut,’’ said the doctor. .

A “Saddlerock 
jas a)80 its particular flavor and peculiar qual- 
ties, but on account of its size it is eminentiy 
gpftted’ for eating on the half shell, and the

jece size. “Rockaways,” which greatly re- 
[gnble “Blue Points” in appearance, are fre- 
tly substituted for the latter and sold in 
the market as genuine “Blue Points.” Even 
| jn the largest hotels this deception is practiced 
gpd the “Blue Point delusion” is as much a 
| wality as the “Shrewsbury delusion.” 
In this small village no great stir has been 
| pade among the oyster dealers consequent on 
‘ge arrival of September, The reason is ap- 
nt. While the law permitting the oyster 
tobe dredged is usually “up” on the first of 
September, the town law governing thisin the 
t South bay is not “off” until the 15th of 
| gis month. Of this many people are ignorant 
snd consequently they are easily duped into 
the belief that they are eating “Blue Point’ 
| qysters, while in reality none of this brand are 
as yet in the market. The small, round oy- 
sters are singled out by the oyster dealers and 
called “Blue Points,’ and not until the con- 
gower bas tasted of them can he distinguish 
imposition. 
i eam grown on a hard, sandy bottom usu- 
| sily have a round shell, those buried in muddy 
| bottoms have Jong and narrow shells, while 
those of “bush” cultivation are long and nar- 
| row, only deeper, and with a flat top shell. 
Here off Blue Point the bottom is hard and 
‘gpdy, and the water comparatively shallow. 
The shore line is composed of a long, narrow 
‘sip of beach sand, which shelves gradually 
ef into deep water, and in some places there 
| ig pot over four feet of water for half a mile 
gutin the bay. The number of oyster crafts 
engaged in the business of dredging is not so 
large as one would naturally suppose, judging 
from the widespread fame of this oyster and 
the evidently Jarge numbers that are placed 
upon the market. In all twenty crafts, in- 
ending those that hail from Sayville and Pat- 
chogue, are the greatest number kept specially 
for the purpose of planting and dredging the 
bivalves. Even this number is often reduced 
toten or fifteen when the oyster season proves 
unfavorable and the supply comparatively 
smal]. The boats are all about twenty to thirty 
feet in length and are of a clumsy build, indi- 
ating that they are adapted for work rather 
than for fast sailing. The decks are covered 
over with heavy planking, and the only small 
cabin on them is situated far to the aft so that 
the pilot can steer the boat without getting out 
‘ofhis house. The dredges are large, heavy 
mes with? short, stubby, iron teeth placed 
dose together in a row and with a net trailing 
tlose behind it, capable of holding several 
teshels of oysters. When a thick spotis strack 
yy the dredge the load which it brings up re- 
guires two men to haul it in, and even then it 
wiificult work. The retardation in the sail- 
iagofthe boat by this trailing dredge is so 
grestthat it requires a streny breeze for her to 
make any headway at all. Usually about five 
days in the week are the only ones in which 
the work can be successfully carried on, as 
the other two are generally calm. After a 
Marge take of wysters for five consecutive 
mesays, however, there is enough work left 
aVin culling them to occupy the attention of the 
men forthe remaining twodays. Whenit is 
windy alld fairthey take advantage of the 
weather by dredging day after day, until they 
accumulate large quantities on the boats and 
onthe floats constructed for their reception, 
and then on the firstrainy or still day, when 
dredging is unprofitable, they set to work cul- 
ling and preparing for market. 

In this work a number ofthe bivalves’ worst 
enemies are discovered and destroyed?’ The 
tar-fish is frequently found on the floats en- 

veloping its prey with its! elastic stomach and 
kisurely digesting it as though it still were at 
the bottom of the bay. Traces of the destrac- 
tive power of the “drill” are also discovered, 
and the peri-winkle-shaped creature is occa- 
Sonally caught hard at its work. These ene-

ANARCHIST PARSONS. 


He Reviews the Late Trial and Complains of 
the Prejudice of Newspapers. 

CureaGco, TL, September 3,—The Journal 
this efternoon prin'sa kungixterview withthe 
condemned anarchist Parsons, respecting his de- 
partere from the city. He says: 

“The dey after the Haymarket méeting I saw 
thatmany people who had not even attende! it 
were being arrested and rough)y handled, and as 
1 didn’t wish to court —- indignity, I 
thought I would leave the city for a while. 
Accordingly I took ‘the midnight 
and went to Elgin. I sta there 
two days, putting up at a boarding house, without 
giving apy name, i then concluded to go to Mil- 
waukee, but on my way thither went to Waukesha. 
I soon gota job at painting and carpentering, and 
had a Very comfortable time as eo staid 
there. Noone bunt myself was responsible for my 
return and “y appearapce in court at the opening 
of the trial. I thought I could safely trust 
ber second thought of the community and the 
love of fair play which I think is characteristic of 
the American people.’’ 

“ Wines haveyouto say concerning the trial and 
verdici?”’ 

‘My first gravest criticism'onithe trialis that it 
wasatrialby newspaper. Your newspaper and 
one of the morning ‘newspapers acting fairly 
enough, but the restof them treated us with mon- 
strous injustice.

When asked how newspaper Co ents could 
have affected the jurors, he said: are 
_ “Our conviction did not depend entirely on the 
jury, buton the judge, witnesses, counsel, and 
even bailiffs, whosummored jurors, and the ver 
spectators, who, with excited countenances, crowd- 
ed the courtroom aud pathway of the jury thrugh 
the street. No judge on earth, however upright, 
could be unaffected by his howl of newspapers; no 
witness on earth could keep it from inspiring and 
coloring his evidence. Indeed, newspaper pres. 
sure extends over the whole country, and has not 
even been quieted by the verdict, but is now seek- 
ing to influence the action of the supreme Court, 
For instance, the New York «World now loudly 
proclaims that these men must not be permitted to 
escape, and the Indianapolis Journal demands the 
incarceration and execution of our counsel, So it 
goes.”’ 

Concerning the verdict be said: 

“Jurors were sworn not to find us guilty 1 mess 
the evidence excluded every other theory except 
that our guilt, and on two pivotal points the evi- 
dence theory of our guilt was 
the least probable of all. First of 
these is the relation of anarchists to the use of 
dypemite. Thereis a very general impression 
that they use dynamite for unlawful pourposes, 
and that they are the only people who have ever 
thus used it. But the truth is itcan not be shown 
that in this country anarchists have ever usedjit at 
all, while it isa plain matter of fact that it has 
been used by dozens of other classes of agi- 
tators and strikers. For instance the striking 
dry goods clerks in New York last year blew out a 
store front with it. Striking miners in ihe Hock- 
ing valley used it, andsodid the miners at Bev- 
erly, Mo. Only three months ago a judge was 
blown up with it in Canada. Car strikers in Bt. 
Louis used it, and finally in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, dumng the past year, temperance people 
have blown up &£aloons with it, and saloon-keepers 
in turn have blown up churches with it. But 
American rocialists and anarchists have never yet 
pase anybody or anything with dynamite asfar as

‘“Indecd, I have. I think that the list of errors 
which our counsel will be able to present will be 
tuch that no court can afford to ignore it. Lf public

turn the verdict, I shall still have hope that the 
United States courts will do so, as the general 
government is just as much bound to secure free

EARTHQUAKES AND GEYSERS. 


A Close Relation Between the Two—Several 
Notable Instances. 
fromthe Philadelphia Press, 

The close relation between earthquakes 
end volcanic eruptions has long been recognized, 
but that earthquekes and geysers may also have 
some kinship has not been so generally suspected. 
The years 1879 and 1880 were remakable for the 
number of earthquakes and yolcanic eruptions oc- 
curring in different quarters of the globe. Southern 
Europe esyecially was shaken again and again. 
Peru had the most violent earthquakes experienc- 
ed in that region of unstable equilibrium since 
1865, Egypt also was shaken andin Persia several 
town were destroyed, while in Java and in all the 
volcanic Pacificislands the seismic disturbance 
was most violent. 

In February, 1880, when Vesuvius and Etna were 
infull action and Italy, Switzerland, France, 
Spain and Portugal were being shaken with more 
or less violence every week, what had been sup- 
posed tobe an immenseSspring in Yellowstone 
park suddenly revealed itelfas a most stupend- 
ous geyser. In the report on the region now 
knownasthe Yellowstone Park given iu the 
United States geological survey for 1571 this sup- 
pees spring is described as filling an aperture 250 
eet in diameter, with walls from twenty to thirty 
feet high. The water within, according to this 
re ce is of a deep blue tint and violently agitated 
alithe while. A vast column of steam is ever 
arising, filling the orifice, whilea large stream of 
water pours intothe Fire Hole river through a 
number of channels, all brilliantry colored with a 
great variety of tints by the depositg from the hot 
water. 

Later visitors placed on record like accounts of 
this interesting boiling lake or spring when in the 
midwinter of 1880 it broke out into the most vio- 
lent eruptions, causing the earth to tremble and 
rumble and filling the yalley with steam. Its 
spoutings could be heard miles away. It projected 
to a height of from one hundred to three hundred 
feet a golid column of water from sixty to 
seye.ty-five feetthrough. It scattered rocks one 
hundred pounds in weight over the surrounding 
country, and converted the Fire Hole river into a 
raging, steaming torrent one hundred yards wide. 
These tremendous displays occurred twice daily for 
morths and then gradually ceased, and the 
greatest gevserin the world became again a com- 
pases vey inoccuous boiling spring untii 3 o’clock 
ast Friday afternoon, four days before the whole 
eastern half of the United States was shaken by an 
earthquake, when tbe great Excelsior geyser broke 
forth with all its former vigor and continued in 
violent eruption for twenty-four hours” - 

That great geysers and volcanoes have their ori- 
gin in a common source is almost demonstratable, 
One shoots out not water and steam and the other 
hot lava and ashes, If we are justified in forming 
a conclusicn from the two great outbreaks of Ex- 
celsion gerser we may say that the violent erup- 
tion of either volcano or geyser on a truly grand 
scale is a more or less close accompaniment of 
earthquakes elsewhere,

WHAT 


MAY BE GLEANED FROM 
THEM. 


How Editors Managed the Reading Columns in the 
“Olden Time"—Interesting Advertisements. 
The Days of the Spinning Wheel in New 
England—Habit of Snuff Taking, 


It is a humiliating fact, writes a correspond: 
ent of the Detroit Free Press, that after a 
newspaper has “had its day” —which is usually 
rather less than twenty-four hours in length— 
itis relegated forthwith to the limbo of last 
year’s almanacs and birds’ nests, and if it 
escapes the rag-picker it is only to fall into the 
bands of the anti-quarian after a season, who 
will read—not the able editorials of the 
“bright and spicy” departments, but—the ad- 
vertisements. They were the only part of the 
newspaper of a century and a halfag> that 
gave any indication of what was going on in 
the every day life on the people. 

Recognizing this fact, an eastern publishing 
house is putting forth an ‘Olden Time Series’ 
of little books, the same being “gleanings 
chiefly from old newspapers of Boston and 
Salem in Massachusetts.” Many quaint and 
curious things are in way brought to light, 
as, for instance, the prevalence of lotteries in 
New England, and the favor 
in which they were held by respsctable people. 
The Faneuil hall lottery, the Harvard college 
lottery, the Rhode Islana now Brown, 
university, lottery, the Dartmouth colleze 
lottery, the Massachusetts state lottery, and 
lotteries for Episcopal. and Congregational 
churches, were all adyertized. There wasa 
Washington monument battery advertised in 
1811, and a lottery was proposed for the pur- 
pose of finishing Bunker hill monument, al- 
though the scheme was not carried out, The 
venerable Edward H. Payson, of Salem, now 
for sixty years cashier of one ofthe leading 
banksthere, sold tickets in formor days, and 
it was thought just as respectable to sell lot: 
tery tickets as to sell Bibles; in fact, the two 
articles of merchandise were sometimes class- 
ed together in the same advertisement. 
Themas Cushing, Samuel Hewes, John Scol- 
lay (after whom ‘‘Scollay Square” was named), 
Benjamin Austin, Samuel Sewell, Samuel 
Phillips, Savageand Ezekiel Lewis, were as 
respectable names as could be foundin Bos- 
ton, and they were the managers appointed to 
conduct the lottery for rebuilding Faneuil 
hall after its destruction by fire in 1761. - 

Ministers of the gospel certainly did not 
offer much opposition to lotteries, even if they 
did notgopenly approve them, The managers 
of the Leicester academy lottery appealed to 
“the reverend clergy and all persons who had 
a taste for encouraging said seminary of learn- 
ing” to aid them in their enterprise. 

In 1790 a prize of $1,500 in the state lottery 
was drawn by “upward of a dozen poor 
widows belonging to Marblehead,” and there- 
upon some local poet wrote a score or more of 

ious “lines,” which were printed in the Co- 

umbia Centinel, 

In 1808 there was a “real and truly fortunate 
lottery office’ at No. 1 Summer street, Boston, 
and as an additional inducement to purchase 
tickets the advertisementsays: “Prize tickets 
and Detroit bank bills taken in payment.” 

The “days of the spinning wheel in New 
England” extend from the first settlement of 
the country down to the time within the mem- 
ory of men now living, and “spinning bees” 
held their own as well as “quilting bees.” 
The Columbian Centinel, of June.7, 1791, an: 
nounces the satisfactory result ef a spinning 
bee atthe house of Rev. Dana, of Ipswich, 
where “a numerous band of ladies in harmo- 
nious concert have again ‘laid their hagds to 
the spindle and held the distaff,’ aye present- 
ed the fruit of their generous toi!,18 run of 
good yarn, viz, 88 linen, 30 cotton, mate- 
rials, provisions and a handsome attendance, 
all furnished by themselves and those who 
joined them.” The Salem Mercury, of April 
28, 1787, records a similar donation party at 
the parsonage in Newburyport, when “the fair 
laborers presented Mrs. Murray with cotton 
and linen yarn of the best quality, amounting 
to 236 skeins,’’ 

The habit of snuff taking was very common 
in New England in those days with both sexes, 
and nearly every gentleman carried a snuff- 
box in his pocket, which, if he could afford it, 
was likely to be of gold or silver. Maccaboy 
rappee, and Scotch snuff were among the arti- 
cles most frequently advertised in the news- 
papers, 

There was great strictness, as everybody 
knows, about the Sabbath observances in New 
England, and the little book which now ap- 
pears is by no means the first bit entertain- 
ment that the puritan law has furnished to 
the present generation. The Centinel for De- 
cember, 1789, gives this account of Washing- 
ton’s adventure with the tithingman: 

‘The president, on his return to New York 
from his Jate tour through Connecticut, hav- 
ing missed his way on Saturday, was obliged 
to ride a few miles on Sunday morning in or- 
der to gain the town at which he had previ- 
ously proposed to have attended divine ser- 
vice. Before he arrived, however, he was met 
by a tithingman, who commanded him to stop, 
demanded the occasion of his riding, and it 
was not until the president had informed him 
of every circumstance and promised to go no 
further than the town intended that the tith- 
ingman would permit him to proceed on his 
journey.” 

The following notice {appeared in a Salem 
paper of 1775: 

‘Whereas, the sober and though3ful People 
of this Town are much displeased by the great 
Noise and Disturbance made in the Streets on 
Saturday and Sabbath Day Evenings: It is 
earnestly desired that all Heads of Families 
would keep their Children and Servants at 
Home on those Evenings, and thereby greatly 
contribute to the Quiet of the Town and Peace 
of the Inhabitants.” 

Not to be a “meeting-goer” in thosedays was 
to range one’s self with thieves and robbers 
and other outlaws, even though there was lit- 
tle regard to comfort in the meeting houses. 
“For a long period,’ says Mr. Felt in his *An- 
nals of Salem,’ “The people of our country did 
not consider that a comfortable degree of 
warmth while at public worship contributed 
much to a profitable hearing of the gospel. The 
first stove we have heard ofin Massachusetts 
for a meeting house was put up by the First 
congregation of Boston in 1773. In Salem the 
Friends’ society had two plate stoves brought 
from Philadelphia in 1793, The North church 
had one in 1809; the South had a brick Russian 
stove in 1812,” ; 

It was hardly necessary for the editor of New 
England Sunday to quote the mythical blue 
laws invented by Lying Peters as statutor 
authority, for the real laws were blue enoug 
to satisfy the most devout and the “prophana- 
tion of the Sabbath’ was an offense that very 
often came up for punishment in the petty 
courts. It issaid that a book of Connecticutt 
statutes, formerly belonging to Jonathan 
Trumbull, had at the end of the ——— in 
manuscript, reports of the cases adjudicated by 
the governor in his capicity as justice of the 
peace, among which was a complaint by “his 
majesty’s tithing man” against Jona and Susan 
Smith fora “prophanation of the Sabbath” — 
nemely, “that during divine service on the 
Lord’s day they did smile.” A fine of five 
shillings and costs probably taught the culprits 
to keep their faces straight in m time 
thereafter. It is reported that this book was 
shown to the late Professor Agassiz, who ex- 
emined it with great interest, and then made 
the following remark: 

“] find here evidence of the difference be- 
tween the Calvavism of Switzerland and the 
Calvanism in America, I was brought up io 
that faith. I went te meeting inthe moraing, 
I danced with the son’s danghter on the 
green in the afternoon, and I played whist 
with the parson in the evening.” 

The old yankee newspapers had a good 
mspy cerious advertisements which did not 
concern the lottery, the spinning-wheel, or 
the Sabbath. In 1707 was advertised ‘an ad- 
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vesse}) for sale, that “goeth well;” the brigan-

Views of Eaat Rivereand the Bay—Bediloe Isiand— 
Governor's Island-The Jersey Shore-Tae 
Pleasures of Bathing—The Jumbo” Ho- 
tel—Other Scefies and Incidents.

BROOKLYN, September 3.—[Special Corres- 
pondent.)— We will ask our friends to onter 


this jJarge building, pass throngh the covered 
way to the writer's room. The stranger glances 
at the rows of barrels reaching to the roof—but 
the emell of new flour give the desired informa- 
tion. Surely is there not a place for me in 
this crowd? Ah, yes, and more still. Ina 
few moments the beautiful boats round the 
battery and quietly moor to the wharf. Her 
decks seem full of women and children. We 
pass on with the eight hundred, not counting 
the babies and little ones, and take our seat 
on the upperdeck. The band is making the 
stirring music, and already the young people 
are dancing, which is kept up nearly the two 
hours that it takes to reach Rockaway beac», 
our destination. The first thing to be observ- 
ed is the pride of Brooklyn, her now famous 
bridge. Ite beautiful, symmetrical proportions 
are seen tothe best advantage. Cars and ve- 
hicles are to be seen, and groups of people are 
standing at cach tower who look like a group 
of statoary. 

The Battery looks fresh and beautiful in its 
summer dress. There is Castle (arden, the 
Janding place of all the throng of immigrants 
that flock to ourshore. There we have @ birds- 
eye view of the North river. or as itis more 
generally called, the Hudson. and a bit of New 
Jersey with its immense grain clevators aud 
wharfage for the merry ocean steamesr.#@A 
little rocky jut in the channel of the bay is 
Elits, formerly known as Sharryman Island, 
is now occupied by the government as a place 
for storage. lam told this has three cottages 
and a few trees. 

Bedioe island, made famous in our time as 
the most suitable piace for the erection of the 
grand monument of Bartho!ldi, the gift of the 
peopie of the french republic to their fair sis- 
ter across the sca. The pedestal is of gray 
granite. Thestatue is partly in place, and 
will be finished by the fifth of September, 
when the president and many of the public 
men are expected to be present. To the left 
we have just passed Governor's island, with 
Fort Williams, the resicence of the general 
commending the eastern wing of the army. 
TLe present aspect show that there have been 
many changes on the Jittle island,if we judge 
by the engravings of thirty years ago. Here 
we «bave a view of the west and 
mouth side of Long Island, What 
chages has forty ‘years wrought, 
Where there were meadows and shallow water 
are docks, used for all kind of shipping, ex- 
tendizg within a short distanceof the city 
limits. 

We look in vain for line of poplar trees that 
once marked the residence of our chiidhood’s 
home. The tall and slender trees, termed by 
scmmé the sentinel, weil deserved the name. 
The sloping bank has been washed away by 
the ever-restless waters. The waters have 
been selected forthe Varnun yacht club. A 
pretty picture itistosee the tairy-like fleet 
as, homebound, they take their place 
and archor. One of the incidents con- 
nected with our child-life was watching the 
littie fishing smacks that would seek shelter 
there when a storm was approaching. The 
number is forgotten, but quite a line of the 
boats would often be anchored there. 

For two or three miles the banks are cover- 
ed with various kinds of trees—locust and 
willows are the principal among the orna- 
mental: cherries, apples, pears, etc, among 
the fruit. Farm bouses Wave given place to 
the more portentious houses or villas. Although 
if you sbould ride along its banks, you 
would see here and there one. The Inebiiate 
home is a covspicuons object, a large buildiag, 
built of brick, originally designed for the help 
of thore who desired to forsake the cruel habit 
that make slavés of the most gifted and lovely 
of our fellows. Now it seems to bea refuge 
for many who merely seek a refuge for the 
time being ard who choose to recover from the 
cebasing effects of excessive drinking. A new 
object of interest at Fort Hamilton is the large 
hotel erected this year. One of the most 
beautiful in the country. It certainly makes a 
grand appearance, as every window is a blaze 
of light, which we can see on our return. 

We have passed the Jersey shore, the light- 
house on Robin reefs,a dangerons group of 
rocks in New York bay, and which takes its 
name from the wreck of a sailing vessel which 
struck on the rock in the firstof the eigh- 
teenth century. Now its welcome revolving 
light is seen for miles, warning the mariner of 
danger. Staten Island is on our right, anda 
Bcere of rare beanty greets the eye. 
George's lauding is the most prominent object 
that first meets the eye. There is the wonder- 
ful fountain of colored water. This is the 
second one in the world,there being one in 
Eurcpe, bat we will reserve our viait to it for 
another article. The hills and slopes are dot- 
a with handsome residences and small vii- 
ages, 

(nm ‘the narrows’ side is Fort Wadsworth, 
Situated in the channel is Fort Lafayette. 
The first appears to be kept in perfect order and 
won. do good service in time of need. This 
fortis low, while on the opposite bluff is Fort 
Hamilton, overlooking a broad field of water. 
From one point to the other are heavy chains 
of iron that can be raised, making a perfect 
defense against any hostile ship that might 
Venture in the bay. 

Foit LaFayette was last used for prisoners 
who preferred that in preference to taking the 
cath of allegiance. The inhabitants of the 
Village paid them marked attention, showing 
them every courtesy. The narrows are the 
entrances to the great Atlantic, and Coney is- 
land is just before us, with its innumerable 
hotele and its countless variety of amusements 
of ali kinds. 

Jumbo, the mammoth elephant, built fora 
hotel, but has proven a failure, attracts 
the eye at once, not on ac- 
count of its beauty, but 
for it exact proportion to the huge, uncouth 
animal it represents. A newspaper is respon- 
sible tor the following story: “A French cap- 
tain, who was a noted traveler, having seen it 
from the deck of hisship, remarked he had 
seen a great many elephants but had ‘never 
‘peen such a monster,’ anchored his boat and 
went on shore to see it.” The story does not 
fey what he thought of it. At old Coney 
island is a long stretch of sandy beech and is 
the only part that looks like an 
island. This art has not grown 
on account ef its being in’ litigation. From 
the point near the building commences and; for 
a distance of a mile and a half there is a con. 
tinuous Hine of buildings which, from this dis- 
tance, lock as if connected. Formerly you 
would see thousands of people congregated— 
Zroups seated on the sand or promenading 
back and forth, while hundreds were enjoying 
themselves bathing. Al) this is changed. In 
some places breakwaters have stayed for a 
time the mighty waters, while in others there 
is nothing in the way that wil! arrest the 
fierce, angry element.

An Is teresting Sketch of the Nominee of the Demo. 
cratic Party of the Fitth District—Mie Barly 
Life end Bis Later Successes—His Ca. 
reer eat the Bar and Otherwieec. 


THE CONSTITUTION herewith presents an 
excellent likeness of Judge John D. Stewart, 
the nominee of the democratic party of the 
fifth congressional district for congress. 

Judge Stewart’s career has been a notable 
one. His father came to Georgia from North 
Carolina and settled in Clayton county, three 
miles south of Jonesboro, on Flintriver, where 
the subject of this sketch was born on Apgust 
2d, 1833, which makes him just a little over 
fifty-three years old. 

He worked on the farm, going to a country 
school a portion of each year until nineteen 
years old, by energy and economy having saved 
a small amount of money. He left the farm 
and went one year to Marshall college at Grif- 
fin. Next year he taught school in Griffin, 
and the following year commenced reading 
law, teaching at night in order tosupport him- 


self, 

From early youth he has been a close stu- 
dent, devoting all his leisure time to usefal 
and instructive books, 

Judge Stewart has trom young manhood 
been noted for his sobriety and temperate hab- 
its, pever in his life becoming intoxicated, nor 
bas be ever used tobaccO in any form. He is 
six feet high, has raddy complexion and blue 
eyes, and weighs 200 pounds. 

Since being admitted to the bar Judge Stew- 
art has seemingly worked to one purpose, be- 
ieving that integrity, energy, economy and 
honesty would lead to success, and his friends 
econ learned to look up to himasa leader in 
politics and enterprises. 

He was elected twice mayor of Griffin, and 
twice representative from Spalding county in 
the legislature, and for one session was chair- 
man of the judiciary committee. For eight 
years he was ordinary of Spalding county, and 
for the last two years has filled with distinc 
tion the office of judge of the superior court of 
Flint circuit, 

Judge Stewart has always been @ strong sup- 
porter of the cause of education andis an ac- 
tive member of the board of trustees of the 
Sam Baily male and female institute, of Grif. 
fin, and the Griffinfemale college. He was 
choren and served as an active member as one 
of the committee which was appointed by the 
Georgia Paptist convention to select a new site 
for Mercer university when that institution 
was moved from Penfield to Macon, and for 
four years was moderator ofthe Flint river 
association. Through all the above offices of 
trust he has.been noted for high appreciation 
of honor and integrity, and through all has 
never wavered in his duty, gaining the confi- 
dence and regard of all classes of men in all 
denominations, 

Judge Stewart was ordained in Griffin in 
August, 1871, as a Baptist ministér, and while 
giving his church much good work, using his 
eloquence and power of thought regularly in 
the pulpit, building up churehesand saving 
souls, he never neg!ected his chosen profession, 
and as alawyer he ranksamong the foremost in 
the state. 

Starting at 19 in life, without a dollar, 
teaching at night in order to study jaw, and 
climbing round by round the ladder of fame 
end fortune and at 53 to find himself com- 
fortably situated in a beautiful home, far- 
nished with tapestries and  velvets, 
with houses, stores and farms  gcat- 
tered over the city and country, and while 
amassing all these by a strict, upright honor- 
able life, one above reproach, has been able to 
enjoy the perfect confidence and love of neigh- 
bors and countrymen.
